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Cone@rRessmMan Morrow is au- 
thority, according to the San Frau- 
cisco Call, for the statement that 
upon a proposition it will submit to 
Congress for treaty action and leg- 
islation that will make restriction 
of Chinese immigration a reality, 
and remove it from the realm of the 
farcical. There is reason to enter- 
tain hope that Congress will accede 
to the wishes of the California dele- 
gation. Public opinion at the East 
bas undergone a great and favora- 
ble change upon the Chinese ques- 
tion, and it has been modified here 
in its manifestations. We now 
witness the effort. being intelli- 
gently made to shut out the obdjec- 
tionable class of Chinese, without 
there being any wildagitation upon 
the subject. The “sand lot“ is si- 
lent; there are no howling mobs 
upon the strects ur thre vwtening vio- 
lence at the steamer landings, but 
the movement to make restriction 
effective has lost none of its vital- 
ity. On the contrary, it is more 
vigorous and determined to-day in 
its calm and deliberation that at 


any period in the past. 
——— 


STRONG efforts will be made next 
Winter to induce the Iowa Legis- 
lature to establish in every county 
“courts of conciliation,” like those 
which have long worked success- 
fully in Denmark and Norway. 
‘These courts will not have coercive 
authority, but will seek to settle in 
a friendly way disputes between iu- 
dividuals, and to harmonize differ- 
ences between employers and em- 
ployes. In Denmark one party 
can compel the other to appear de- 
fore the court, but if the case can- 
not be settled amicably, recourse 
must be bad to the ordinary courte. 
No witnesses are usually sum- 
moned. The parties themselves 
are examined by the judge, who 
explains the law and suggests such 
legal and moral points as may be 
pertinent. Aa result of this sys 
tem ju Denmark it is said that fiver 
sixths of all ‘controversies are set- 
tled outside of the ordinary courts. 


A NEw and novel method of rais 
ing money or churches is mos; 
cheerfully recommended to all con- 
gregations given to heroic exploits 
in the way of fairs, festivals and 
allied devices for raising :money. 
A tox is placed in some convenient 
place; and upon the birthday of 
any member of the church or Sun- 
day school, that person puts in 
pennies corresponding to the num- 
ber of years, and each six months 
the box is opened and a snug sum 
realized.

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Anarchy Still Rampant. 

New Vonk, Nov. 28.—Cooper Union 
was filled to overflowing to-night with 
people who sympathized with the Chi- 
cago Anarchists who were hung. The 
meeting had been called by the Trades 
Federation aud ju behalf of the widows 
and orphans of the Anarchists recently 
executed in Chicago. It was an An- 
archist meeting through aod through. 
There were red ribbous and feathers 
on the women, red neckties aud hat- 
bands on the men. Portraits of the 
hanged Anarchists were draped in 
black and displayed. The police were 
present in force, but the meeting was 
not interrupted. 

Sergius E. Schevitch was the orator. 
In substance he said: It is no time 


to cheer; itis no time to weep. It is 
time to think—time to get ready for 
action. It is a memorial we are to 
celebrate to-night. It is 
honor of those who 
want any expression of feeling; 
it is to the people of the country. 
The judicial murder in Chicago would 
have been impossible in Russia. The 
men were not hanged for crime. They 
were hanged for what they had 
thought, written and spoken. They 
did not hang Spies and the other An- 
archists alone; they hung free thought 
and tree speech. it is supposed that 
the men were cranks—foreigners to 
whom little attention was paid. It is 
a mistake to suppose their ideas do 
not amount to anything. A quarter 
of a century ago, John Brown, a ua- 
tive American, was lyoched, and four 
ears later half the nation was march- 
ng on with his soul. Do you want to 
know the names of the foreigners in 
this country? They are the Ja 
Goulds, the Vanderbilts, the Russell 
Sages. Foreigners are not Anarchists. 
The foreign element which has noth- 
ing in kiod with the people are the 
capitalists. Their cry was “ Law and 
Order“ for their protection; for the 
protection of their own property. The 
execution will forever be handed 
down as the worst crime in your bis- 
tory. People, Powderly and Henry 
George have placed themselves iu line 
ywith the hangmas. The object of the 
y was to intimidate the advance 
workers in labor movements. There 
was no other cause for the murder.

WasHINGTON, Nov. 28.—Ex peri- 
ments with the incandescent electric 
light which have been made at the na- 
val station at Newport have developed 
a novel use for the little lamps and

kill all the rabbits that were swarm- 
ing lu from the uncultivated plains, 
be concluded to make his vines un- 
atable to the hungry but fastid- 
ous rabbits. He then procured 25 
pounds of sulphur and 50 cents 
wortb of asafcotida, dissolved both 
in water aud sprinkled the mixture 
on the foliage of his newly-planted 
ten-acre vineyard. The result was 
all that could be desired. Not a 
leaf of that vineyard was nibbled 
after the sulphur and asafcdita 
treatment. This simple recipe may 
be the means of saving many hun- 
dreds of dollars to the planters of 
new orchords and vineyards. Its 
cheapness makes ite general use 
practicable.

Gold and liver. 

The Director of the Mint in bis 
report says: The value of the gold 
and silver received at the mints 
and assay offices during the fiscal 
year was greater than in any 
previous year since 1881. The value 
of the gold deposited was $468,223, - 
072. In addition there were depos- 
its of the value of $15,193,706. Tne 
value of silver deposited and pur- 
febared, $47,756,018; redeposited, 
$462,113. Of the gold deposited, 
$32,973,027 was domestic, $22,571,- 
328 foreign ~ bullion, $9,896,512 
foreiga gold coin, $516,984 United 
States gold coin and $2,265,219 from 
old material. The colnage of the 
fiscal year was; Gold pieces 3.724, 
720; value, $22,89:,579..

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‘Spaying Cattle 

In speaking of this operation, 
Jas, A. Waugh, V. S., of the 6th U. 
8. Cavalry, says in the New Mexico 
Stock Grower: 

Farmers and cattle breeders 
could have finer and better herds 
of cattle if they would spay all 
their small and rough-looking heif- 
er calves and aged and broken down 
cows. Cows and heifer calves are 
cast on the side and the front feet 
secured by a looped rope tied te a 
post, and the hind feet are drawn 
well back and secured by a looped 
rope tied to a post. This is the 
best way to secure mare mules for 
spaying. The operator clips or 
shears the hair off a space in the 
flank midway between the_hip- 
bone and the short ribs, then makes 
a careful incision through the mus- 
cular tissues down to the periton- 
eum (lining membrane of the ab- 
dominal cavity) now make an 
incision to admit the forefinger of 
each hand and tear the peritoneum 
the extent of the incision, which 
must be large enough to admit one 
hand; pass one hand into the ab- 
domen and in the pelvic cavity, 
search for the ovaries, which are 
small, firm, oval bodied, varying in 
size according to the age of the 
animal; grasp the ovary firmly be- 
tween the thumb and forefinger of 
one hand aud with the other intro 
duce a pair ef bunt pointed spay- 
ing shears and clip the ovary from 
its detachments, or better use 
Chassagnac’s ecrasuer and crush 
the ovary off same as the testicle 
in equine castration, then treat the 
other ovary in the same way. 
Close the wound with metallic 
wire, silk or twine, stitches placed 
one inch apart and passed through 
the muscular tissues down into and 
through the peritoneum and tie 
with asurgeon’s knot. Dress the 
wound with carbolized ointment 
or some antiseptic lotion, turn the

An Arizona Legal Decision. 
Globe Silver Belt.) 

The case of John Kennedy vs. J. 
W. Horrell has been recently dis- 
posed of by Judge Porter who ren- 
dered judgment on demurrer in 
favor of Horrell. 


The case was of some interest to 
stockmen as it iVolved the right 
of one cattleman to drive his stock 
upon the range of another without 
the latter’s consent. Mr. Horrell, 
in June last drove a band of cattle 
upon the range of Mr. Kennedy 
against his wishes, and he brought 
suit to obtain an injunction to re- 
strain Horrell from placing upon 
the range claimed by Kennedy any 
greater number of cattle, basing 
his suit on the ground that, al- 
though he did not own the land, 
(the title being in the Government), 
still, that he Lad claimed a certain 
area of the same fer a number of 
years as acattle range, and that the 
grass and water supply thereon 
was only sufficient for his own pur- 
poses, and if Mr. Horrell was per- 
mitted to drive cattle upon the 
range it would be detrimental to 
his interests. 


The court at the hearing said that 
the suit could not be maintained 
as the Government owned the land, 
and that Kennedy was himself a 
trespasser and that Horrell has as 
much right as Kennedy to go upon 
the land with his herds, 

The last Legislature attempted to 
suitably adjust matters by declar- 
ing that whenever any person 
turns cattle loose upon any range 
already occupied by another, such 
person shall furnish water on the 
surface, free and unfenced, in ad- 
dition to that already there, suf- 
ficient for such additienal cattle. 
They ought to have gone a step 
farther and added “grass” with 


their water supply. But we doubt 
if now, under this recent ruling of | 6.
